\, A Question of Ethics 


\_ A petition is now being circulated for the revocation of 
action taken by the student council at Tuesday’s meeting. 

El Don urges all students to sig this petition. 

The sponsors of the petition are protesting a motion 
passed by the council which will give its present members 
many rights and privileges of an associated student body 
card holder for two years following their departure from 
Santa Ana College, free of charge. Their “ticket” of ad- 
mission to the various functions is being given to them, (by 
them) in the form of an “honorary student body card,” 
effective in the fall, 1961. 

The council’s ethics im passing this motion can cer- 
tainly be questioned. 

The motion itself is a good one—one that will provide 
incentive toward future participation in student govern- 
ment and one that will reward student leaders for their 
service rendered to the college, But the council’s decision to 
pass the motion so that it applies to its present members 
leaves the student governing body open to criticism. 

And to spectators in the council chambers, it was ap- 
parent that the council’s primary motive in passing the 
motion was neither to bait future student leaders nor to re- 
ward future officers, but to benefit its present members. 
This was evident when an amendment, which would have 
changed the motion so that it does not apply this year, was 
defeated overwhelmingly, 12-4. 

The amendment was introduced by vice president Mike 
O’Sullivan, who correctly forsaw the criticism which would 
be heaped on the council and who also didn’t believe it 
would be ethical for the council to pass the motion. 
O’Sullivan explained that members of the State Assembly 
or any other elective body cannot vote themselves pay 
raises, but can vote salary increases for their successors. 


Only three other members voted with O’Sullivan in 
favor of the amendment. They were Rallies Commissioner 
Don Forney, AMS President Harry Lake, and Sophomore 
President Bill Thomas. The others threw caution, prin- 
ciples, and ethics to the wind. 


_ It was pointed out that the members of the present 
council deserve some kind of reward for their services to 
the school. We do not dispute this. We would be only too 
happy to endorse a motion to issue honorary cards to this 
year’s council—if the motion had been made by last year’s 
council. : 


As it is, the motion could set a precedent for all 
types of rewarding legislative action. Any future council 
can now vote itself “gifts” if it feels it deserves them. | 


Actually, it is not a great expense to the associated 
students, but if student council members are to get honor- 
ary cards, why not give them to former football and basket- 
ball players, actors, and band members, all of whom have 
been of service to the college? 


The petition now being circulated needs the signatures 
of ten per cent of the associated students. It will then be 
sent to the executive board. The council will then recon- 
sider the action. If the council upholds its decision, the 
action will go to a vote of the associated students. A 
two-thirds affirmative vote of all the votes cast will sustain 
the council’s action. J RW:

23. Last day to withdraw from 
class with a W grade is July 21. 


Counseling will be available 
from 6 to 10 p.m. on June 19, and 
counseling appointments may be 
made prior to that date by phoning 
KI 2-7226. Six units are consider- 
ed a regular load for the summer 
session. Each class must have an 
enrollment of 15 or it will be dis- 
continued. 

Library Open 

Neally Library will be open from 
6 to 10 every evening of the ses- 
sion, and the bookstore and snack 
bar will be open from 5:30 to 9 
each evening. 


New courses this summer include 
accounting, basic technical draw- 
ing, English 42 (Shakespeare), 
political science 1, sociology, and 
astronomy.
